When I first opened the envelope 
c-ontaining Kh itti ug New Sea roes, 

IT1.V first lliouglUwas“Oh no, another 
scarf book! "Fast upon the heels of tliat 
tliou^it was, “Oh wow! Look at tliosecool 
sccary-es!" Yes, this is a book with patterns 
for 27 scar\'es, but wliat fun scar\'es 
tliey are! Eac.h scarf is knitted usingan 
iiuiovativ'e tecluiiciue to create unusual 
and e\-e-catc:hing designs. Tliere aie 
Uiree-dimensional scarves, wavy scarws, 
funkj- scary-es, and classic scarynes with 
a twist. 

Beginningknitters will be tlirilled tliat 
only the simplest of stitches— garter 
stitch — is required, for the most part. 
More experienced knitters will see tlte 
humor and creatidty inlierent in tlie 
designs. Tec hniques are illustrated witli 
extremely clear, close- up photogiaplis. 

My onl.v (v'ery small) complaint is tliat 
tlie acrtual instruction text is a bit small to 
read.

1 youi'self witli one stitcli more 
l<^? Cliances are j'ouS'e 
(ally executed a \Tirn o\'er,one 
of the most common mistakes beginners 
make. Done intentionally, \-arn owrs form 
simple buttonholes, decorativ'e increases, 
and are one of tire basic elements of lace 
knitting. Yarn can be taken o\er tlie needle 
two \\a.\TS, only one of which is riglit if we 
want the resulting stitches to sit properly. 
And, wliile the concept is tie same 
regardless of w'hetlier tire stitches are knits 
or purls, tlie method for forming \«u n o\ers 
\miessliglilly between pairs of knits, jjurls 
and knit4)url c ombinations. 

Taking the yarn over the needle 

A \-arn o\er is basically jirst a strand of 
wcs'king\'arn laid o\er tire riglit- liiuicl 
needle. Plioto A sliows a yam om worked 
after a kaiit stitch. Notice tire strand of yam 
is not yet ancliored to the fabric , yet tire 
rarnorer itself is complete. Instructions 
after the “jo" in yoirr pattern will tell you 
wliat to do next, and tlierefore, how to 
andtrr lire \-arn om. On lire following 
row treat the >arn o\er strand jirst as >-ou 
woirld any other stitch, working it as tire 
pattern instnicts.

Working method: yarn overs 
between knits and purls 

Yarn oiers are worked between stitches, 
and how Uiey are made dejiends a bit 
on tlie natur e of tliose stitches. Knitting 
requires tlie yarn to be at tlie bock of tlie 
work while purling recpiires the .\-arn be at 
tlie front of the work. Tlie slant of a iiroper 
\-arn o\-er requires tliat tlie workingi-ar ii 
begin at the front of tlxe work, tlien after 
tlie j-arn o\-er, it must be taken to tie side 
nec essiry for working the next stitch. 

Let's look at whit liajjpens lietween two 
knit stitches. Tie workingyarn begins at 
tlie back of tlie work. Bring tlie working 
j-arn between the needles to ^t it to tlie 
front, tlien lake it up and o\-er the riglit 
needle. Tlie next stitch will be knit so 
tlie larn needs to 
be left at tlie back 
of tlie work; since 
it is already there, 
tlie >-arn over is 
complete.

Constant Stitch Count 

A \-arn o\-er adds a stiu h toyoiu work. 
Sometimes Uiis increasing is clone 
intentionallj' for decoratii-e sliaping Wlien 
the j-arn oi-ei-s are part of a stitch pattern, 
the added stitches are decreased awii.v to 
maintain a constant stitch count. Tliese 
decieases miglit be worked immediately 
following the yam cw-er, elsewhere in 
the row, or in one of tlie siibseciuent 
pattern rows. 

llie Homan Stripe and Purse Stitch 
patterns ua<l in Uie sliawl on the next 
page are great for learning how to put 
yam o\-ers in their place. In the Roman 
Stripe pattern, Uie first row allows tou to 
concentrate on grtUng Uie j-arn o\-ers riglit, 
working Uieni between two knitsUtches. 
llie stitch coiuit Ls restored in tlie Uiiid 
row with k2U)gs. Row-s 4 and 5 intrcxluce 
working Uie \-arn o\-er increase next to its 
compensating decrease, a k2tog prac:tice 
which continues in Uie Purse Stitch portion 
of Uie sliawi Uiougli with p2togs.

Woman Behind Warm Up America!

porch, emi yetirs after slie “officially" 
retired, “Tliey just appear,” says Rcsen 
smiling. But, tlianks to some dedicated 
friends who help her assemble these 
sciuares into afglians, E\ie Ls still Warming 
Up America! 

Tliis former sliopowner, who ran a yarn 
sliop in Wausau, Wis. , for more tlian 30 
\-ears, foimded Warm Up .America! (WUA) 
in the early 1990s. “1 was struck bj' lire 
number of homeles peojjle. 1 wanted to 
help tliem stay warm but 1 couldn't knit 
afgluuis fast enougli. Tliat’s when tlie idea 
came to me of breaking ctovnr tlie process 
into smaller components and invoUing 
more people.” 

She asked her customers, as >vell as 
women in professioiuil organizations to 
which slie belonged, luxd friends at her 
sjiiagpgne to help b>- stitching 7* by 9' 
sections. E\'ei*yone wanted to help. She 
recalls, “We assembled tlie fust 30 afglians 
at our local mall. Mall management let 
asset up tables andcliairs because 
tliere wasn’t enougli room at the sliop. 

Tlie afglians w'ere donated to tlie local 
Sal\ation .Army to coc'er beds at a new 
facility for homeless families," diares 
Rosen. 

.A story about the project ran in the 
Mihoaukpe Journal and the rest is 
history. Now, 15 \-ears later. Warm Up 
.America! lias mobiliaed hundreds of 
tliousands of knitters and crocheters 
nationwide who liave stitched more tlian 
260,000 afgluuis. “Tlie progiam literally 
lias taken on a life of itsowm,"sa.\'s Rosen. 
“Guilds are doing it, gioiips at offices, in 
churches, and in schools.” In 2(X)2, Warm 
Up America! w"as incorporated as a non- 
profit foimdation. 

In a recent phone interview, Rosen 
expressed her deep gratitude at liow 




tlie program luis grown. “I'm deliglited 
tliat wliat started as a small project 
here in Wausau about neiglibors helping 
neiglibors has taken off nationwide. " 

Of course, slie acknowdedges tliat Uie 
program is not without its ciuillenges. 
“Inevitably, the indhicUml knitted and 
crocheted sections are not always the 
correct size, so there's the clialleiigr 
of piecing together odd sliapes," sa\ s 
Roar-ii. “Tlien there's the job of joining 
49 sections, which is Uie niunber we 
determined make a generous ftill-siaed 
afgluui — sei'en sections acrcKS and se\en 
down (49 inches by 63 inches)." 

Om tlie years, Rosen, who did a lot 
of fuiishing for hei- customers when she 
liad her shop, would coach volunteers c»v 
joining tec hniques. 

Before die ewn started, however, she 
recommended two key things: 

1. Create a 7x9 inch cardboard template 
becau^ it makes it easier to knit or 
crochet to size. 

2. Finisli off all ends as you make Uie 
indi dclual sections. 

.Another Up is to «?w- Uie sections into 
strips first and tlien join the strips to 
complete theafglian. 

.As far as jouiingsUtches, Roa?n feels 
Uiat Uie backstitch is probably Uie e 



joining meUiod for most people, e\-en 
if they cto not knit or crochet. When 
joining with this basic sUtch,the riglit 
sides of the secUons should be facing one 
another, “llie Uiing to remember wiUi Uie 
backsUtch is to work as clo% to the edges 
as possible,” achises Rosen, “and not to 
pull Uie jouiingtliread too tiglit.” 

“Perluips my favorite joining tecluiique 
is wealing together seams,” continues 
Rosen, “because tou can see exacUy liow 
the asun will look and it's almost imiable. 
Place the sections in front of j-ou, riglit 
sides up. With thejoining tluead, pick up 
the stitches along Uie edge of one section 
and then the stitches from the opposite 
sec tion. Pull Uie joining thread to close 
the ssams. Wliat you want to remember 
wiUi weaving tecluiique," cautions Roa?n, 
“is to stop after approximately six stitches 
and smooUi out or 'spread' the seam, hi 
this way, .tout seiun will not pucker. " 
RcBen also noted tliat crociieting auctions 
together is one of the most attracth'e 
finislies, and, like with backstitch, slie 
recommends working as cio» to Uie 
edges as jxissible. 

“Of course," she says, “if a group 
is working togeUier, i.e., makingand 
as%mblingsections, they can make the 
sections any size. " .And, slie mentioned 
tliat a variety of Wai m Up .America! afglian 
sizes are now- ui demand, including crib, 
day bed, and bp robes.

WarmU pAmerica.org Wliile the 
spirit of the program is still to create and 
distribute afglians to people in need in 
yoiu ow’ii communiti’, the Foiuicbtion 
accepts individual auctions for assembly 
or fmislied afglians, which they distribute 
to a waiting list of agencies tliat liai-e 
requested blankets. ■

The Km bossed Daisies pullover on pji^ 

24, clesigne<l by Valerie Wallis, makes use 
of two different size daisy patterns worked 
fromcliarts. A washcloth (pa^ 65) using 
one of these patterns is prodded to helj> 
sliarpen your cliart reading skills. 

Oluirls provide a wonderful visual of the 
appetirance of tlie finished design. Tliear 
dais^' patterns are a combination of the 
two bask- knitting stitches: tlie knit stitch 
and tlie purl stitch, lire knit side of the 
dai^' pattern stitch is used against the 
purl side or reverse stockinette sUtch for 
an embossed look on the sweater body. 
Hie wasliclotli sliows how tliis pattern can 
also be reversed using the daisy pattern 
in reverse stockinette stitch and tlie 
background in stockinette stitch. 

On the cliai t,each scfuare represents 
a stitch and, unless otlrerwise noted, is 
worked from the bottom (Row 1) to tlie 
top. Kach row of scjuares is numljered. 




Cliarts for a Hit piece usually liaw 
numbers on each side of tlie chart. If the 
rows are numbered witli tlie odd numbers 
on the riglit. Row 1 is read from riglit to 
left. If tlie rows aie numbered witli tlie 
odd luunbers on the left. Row 1 is read 
from left to riglit.. Check the placement of 
the numbers before beginning. For ease in 
knowing w hen to begin working the ciiart, 
mark-ers are used on each side of tlie 
stitches needed to work tlie chart. 

filach ciiart lias a stitch key included to 
provide the meaning of Uie s.vnibols used 
on the ciiart . Take a look at Row 1 of tlie 
chart for tlie wasliclotli and see if you can 
WTite the stitch pattern for tlie row, tlien 
check witli tlie answer below. 

Row l:P4,k3,pll. 

How did you cfo? Did you reiuember to 
coimt the stitches from riglit to left and to 
check the key for information on whether 
the stitch was knit or purl. 

Now try Row 2. Remember it is a wrong 

side row and is read from left bo riglit.
